Just/ee  Walker  Offers 
Resignation  To  Pinegar 

(Editor’s  note;  Printed  below  is  the  entire  text  of  Assoc- 
iate Justice  Ronald  Walker’s  resignation  statement.  The 
resignation  was  voluntary  and  was  accepted  Wednesday 
by  studentbody  president  Max  Pinegar.) 

Repeated  attempts  by  some  student  “leaders”  to  distort 
and  disguise  the  essential  issues  of  the  current  unit  contro- 
versy make  impossible  tlie  silence  that  my  judicial  position 
demands.  I therefore  submit  my  resignation  as  an  Associate 
Justice  of  the  ASBYU  Supreme  Court  to  President  Pinegar 
and  request  that  it  be  accepted. 

Whether  a student  stands  in  favor  of  units  or  in  op- 
position to  them,  he  can  not  help  but  be  dismayed  by  the 
irresponsible  and  shallow  position  assumed  by  the  ASBYU 
Senate.  Instead  of  taking  action  aimed  at  the  promotion  of 
intelligent  discussion  and  education,  the  Senate  resolution 
must  be  regarded  as  an  undisguised  attempt  to  formulate 
student  opinion  without  the  aid  of  reason  or  facts.  It  is  la- 
mentable that  the  most  forceful  Senate  action  in  several  years 
must  be  described  as  a work  of  deliberate  propaganda,  tarn- 
ishing both  the  prestige  of  the  Senate  artd  student  govern- 
ment in  general. 

Why  do  not  these  student  “leaders”  defend  their  pos- 
ition by  pointing  to  possible  constructive  merits  that  their 
unit  membership  might  have?  Instead  they  speak  of  ground- 
less constitutional  issues  and  conclusive  polls  they’ve  con- 
ducted covering  one-half  of  one  per  cent  of  the  studentbody. 
Is  not  the  true  issue  of  this  initiative  whether  or  not  BYU 
would  further  its  academic,  spiritual,  and  social  needs  with- 
out units  ? Is  it  possible  that  fewer  students  would  come  to 
the  university  for  social  gaity,  that  a new  academic  spirit 
might  be  had,  that  assemblies  might  be  greatly  improved 
without  units,  that  closer  Church  unity  might  be  had  ? 

These  are  a few  of  the  legimate  issues  at  hand,  I urge 
responsible  students  to  consider  them. 


Studentbody  President  Max  Pinegar 
Accepts  Resignation  of  Ron  Walker

Studentbody  president  Max  Pinegar  yesterday  accepted 
the  resignation  of  ASBYU  Supreme  Court  associate  justice 
Ron  Walker.  » 

ACCORDING  TO  his  own  statement,  Walker  could  no 
longer  remain  silent  on  the  current  social  unit  controversy. 

His  judicial  position  required 
him  to  refrain  from  taking  an 
active  vocal  part  in  the  attempt 
to  air  unit  problems. 

Pinegar  said  he  “reluctantly” 
accepted  the  resignation  and 
commended  Walker  for  his  “out- 
standing work  on  the  court.”  “In 
every  respect  he  has  added  dig- 
nity to  the  court,  which  I have 
appreciated  very  much,”  Pine- 
gar stated. 

PINEGAR  SAID  he  had  a 
sincere  respect  for  Ron  in  the 
decision  he  has  made.  ‘T  respect 
Ron  for  the  position  he  has  tak- 
en in  respect  to  the  social  con- 
troversy. I am  in  agreement  with 
him  in  his  feeling  that  he  could 
be  more  effective  in  his  efforts 
should  he  resign  from  the  court.” 

Stressing  the  fact  that  Walk- 
er was  not  asked  to  resign,  that 
he  had  resigned  entirely  of  his 
own  choosing.  Pinegar  said  he 
felt  Walker  had  “acted  in  a pru- 
dent manner  in  not  taking  ac- 
tive part  while  he  has  been  a 
member  of  the  court.” 

WALKER  IS  part  of  a group 
which  initiated  a petition  on 
campus  to  encourage  either  the 
cleaning  up  or  abolishment  of 
social  units. 

In  his  statement  Walker  at- 
tacked the  Senate’s  “undisguis- 
ed attempt  to  formulate  student 
opinion  without  the  aid  of  rea- 
son or  facts.”  He  said  he  was 
“dismayed  by  the  irresponsible 
and  shallow  position”  assumed 
by  the  Senate. 

WALKER,  who  is  a senior  his- 
tory major  from  Bakersfield, 
Calif.,  was  appointed  to  his  pos- 
ition as  associate  justice  last  fall.

Longest  Trial  in  History . . . 


Adolf  Eichmann  Trial  Begins  Today 


JERUSALEM,  ISRAEL,  April  6 <UPI)  — 
Tl\e  trial  of  Adolf  Eichmann  may  be  one  of 
the  longest  in  Israeli  history,  authorities  dis- 
closed today. 

EICHMANN  WAS  responsible  for  carry- 
out what  Hitler  termed  the  “final  solution 
to  the  Jewish  problem." 

Officials  estimated  that  if  each  of  the  39 
witnesses  take  the  stand  for  half  a day  and 
as  much  documentary  testimony  is  introduc- 
ed as  expected,  it  may  be  two  to  three  months 
before  the  prosecution  completes  its  case. 

IT  WAS  NOT  yet  known  whether  Eich- 
mann will  testify  in  his  own  defense.  And  as 
far  as  it  presently  known,  Chief  Defense 


Attorney  Robert  Servatius  has  no  other  wit- 
nesses. 

In  any  event,  Eichmann  will  not  be  per- 
mitted to  plead  guilty  to  any  of  the  15  counts 
in  the  charges  against  him.  This  ruling  is 
based  on  a British  legal  procedure  wiiich 
does  not  allow  a guilty  plea  on  a capital 
charge. 

ISRAELI  AUTHORITIES  have  taken 
strict  security  measures.  Eichmann  will  sit 
inside  a bullet  proof-glass  box  with  an  armed 
guard. 

The  courthouse — the  Beit  Haam  Com- 
munity Center — has  been  surrounded  with 
a 10-foot  high  wire  fence.  Armed  soldiers 
patrol  the  roof  while  searchlights  sweep  the 
building  throughout  the  night.  .

Blaine  Guides  Activities

Overseeing  social  activities  for 
the  studentb^y  has  been  the  job 
of  Blaine  Quarnstrom  this  school 
year  as  vice  president  of  social 
activities. 

HE  IS  ALSO  a member  of  the 
executive  council  and  makes  tlie 
calendar  of  the  coming  year’s 
activities. 

One  of  the  biggest  jobs  as  so- 
cial vice  president,  Quarnstrom 
said,  is  to  schedule  three  name 
attractions  as  entertainment  for 
Homecoming,  the  Junior  Prom 
and  usually  the  Winter  Carnival. 
The  problem  Is  to  give  maximum 
entertainment  with  a minimum 
cost.  “Tlie  secret  is  to  start 
early,"  Quarnstrom  commented, 
"and  then  keep  your  fingers 
cro.ssed.” 

BYU’S  BIGGEST  handicap  in 
scheduling  entertainment  is  the 
lack  of  a student  union  building. 
Tli“  activities  must  be  scheduled 
a year  in  advan'ce  with  little  op- 
iportunity  to  change.  Name  at- 
tractions too  have  their  tour 
schedules  macLe  in  advance.  In 
order  to  have  them  here,  their 
schedule  must  coincide  with 
ours. 

"If  we  had  a student  union 
bui'ding,  we  could  schedule 
dances  at  any  time,”  Quarstrom 
saicT.  “We  would  be  able  to  get 
name  attractions  at  a more  rea- 
sonable price  because  we  would- 
n’t have  to  pay  for  their  travel- 
ing expenses.”  BYU  could  also 
get  a “package  deal”  with  the 
University  of  Utah  and  Utah 
State  University  where  the  per- 
formers would  appear  at  all 
three  schools  in  a series  of  nights 
and  thus  cut  the  cost  of  the  en- 
tertainment, he  said. 

THE  MAT  DANCES  this  year 
have  been  improved,  Quarnstrom 
feels.  They  have  had  good  at- 
. tendance  during  the  entire  year. 
Tlie  secret  in  doing  this,  he  said, 
is  to  keep  the  dance  committee 


enthused  and  thus  keep  the  pro- 
gram active. 

AXOTHEE  PROGRAM  carried 
through  tho  entire  year  is  the 
stag  dances.  This  enables  stu- 
dents to  meet  more  new  people, 
Quarnstrom  feels. 

Even  though  ft  is  his  responsi- 
bility to  promote  social  activities 
on  campus,  Quarnstrom  feels 
that  not  enough  emphasis  is 
placed  on  academics. 

, Quarnstrom  pointed  out  that 
the  wards  and  stakes,  the  social 
units  and  other  clubs,  and  the 
student  government  are  each  try- 
.ing  to  provide  a full  social  pro- 
gram for  their  members. 

“These  should  be  coordinated,” 
he  said,  “and  all  organizations 
should  promote  fuller  academic 
programs.”
